1. Colonel Lane was intensely interested in the DD/P Administration 
Staff and it* functions — primarily in the relationship Salween it and the 
various component units of DD/A. He remarked that a former survey 
strongly recommended that DD/P he completely autonomous and divorced 
from the rest of CIA.

3. After a long and painful session on the subject of logistical support 
for DD/P projects. Colonel Lane confided in me that the briefers were 
trying to hold out information and that they evidently were being loyal to 
their true superiors on the DD/A side. The actual question which was not 
answered to Colonel Lane's satisfaction was whether DD/P actually ted 
any independence of action in drawing logistical supplies or whether In 

practically each case it was necessary to get the approval of DD/A.
